On this, as on 
the question of damaga to neutrals from floating 
mines and other matters, the conference invited 
by President Rooxevelt wonld be most useful. 
Sir J, Macponeun thought the time had 
come when neutrals had a cluuce of being heard, 
and he hoped that in the forthcoming conference 
neutrals would put forword their claims in no 
doubtfnl language; thoy, und ‘not bolligerents, 
should notify what was contraband.) 
Professor Bory Dawkins agread in the

CAPTAIN KLADO ON THE BALTIC 
FLEET.

Captain Kado on December 6 deliverad a 
lecture ‘at the residences of. Admiral Biriloff, 
communder.in-chief at Kronstailt, on the ne ces- 
sity of immediutely deeputching a third squadron 

‘Yo the Far East nnd on the Nerth Sou incident. 
“dt the beginning of his lecture Captain Kado 
urged his audience to realize the absolute ne o8- 
rity of sending reinforcements to Admiral, 
-Rozhdestvensky's flcot as soon as possible, The 
Speaker gave a series of arguments showing the 
importunt part 1o-be pluyed by the Russian floot 
in deciding the quertion of Russia's position 
in the Far Hast, 

* However great cur army may be,” snid the 
spoaker, “ however rich cur revues, it is im- 
prssible to expect a detinite: victory, oven if 
Port Arthur-dees not fall, if our fleet does not 
gein the upper hand in the Pacific. If the 
Japanoxe capture Port Arthur the réle of owr 
fleet will become still more in: portant,” 

After givingoshortexplanationof thedefenecs 
of Vladivostok before the war and describing 
its present state—nomely, the condition of the 
port when he left it—Cuptain Klado gave a 
minute description’ with the aid of diagrams ‘of 
the sortio of tho Viadivostok squudron and of 
its’ engagement with Admiral Kamimura’s 
sgaadron, which ended ‘with the loss of the 
cruiser Jturzh...This sortie, said the captain, 
was attended by a svhole series of unfortunate 
mishaps. The order to the’ cruisers to weigh 
arrived too lute at Vladivostok; the squadron 
Joft the hurbour at an unfavourable time of day, 
and shaped a wrong course to muke the Straits 
of Korea, Fatal evolutions were performed 
when ‘the Japanese came in sight, and. the 
superhuman. heroism of offe rs und men alike 
was poworless to save the Rurik. ‘ 

Regarding tho ‘North Sea incident, Captain 

‘Hindo’s narrative closuly resembled that already 
published in the Press, “When © Admiral 
Rozhdestvensky's squadron anchored east of the 
Skew in order to coal it.was learnt-that.some 
suspicious craft (Japanese ‘torpedo-boats) were 
hiding in the fiords on tho south-west coast of 

Norway. : i. 

“Admiral Rozhdestvensky,” continned Cap- 
tain Kindo, “believing that these ships would 
calculate the time it would take us to coal, and 
would weigh anchor as soon aa wo had left the 
Skaw, gave the order ‘to leave‘12 honrs earlier 
than was intended. ‘We could calculate exactly 
the moment we were liable to be ‘attacked. The 
first night passed off quietly, but towards the 
evening of tho second day. we bogan recviving 
such strange quostions by wireless telegraphy 
regarding the longitude and latitude of the 
position-of the Xuiaz Suvarof' that we felt, sure 
that suspicious vessels were near us. Shortly 
afterwards I anid several other persons who were 
on the Kniez Suvarof’s bridge distinctly saw 
two torpedo-bouts which-seemed ready to attack 
us, Ono-was-on the port beam’ of the squadron,
